GRAIN ACT. 


This Act gives municipal districts power 
borrow money under by-law, on the 
guarantee of the province, for the purchase 
of seed grain to be supplied to resident 
owners, and tenants with the written consent 
of the owners, on patented lands, not to 
exceed $300.00 in value for each quarter 
section, taking notes therefor payable on

This Act is similar to The Seed Grain 
Act, 1917, and provides that the Provincial 
Treasurer or the Minister of Agriculture 
may authorize any person to advance seed 
yrain, or any chartered bank in the province 
to advance money for the purchase of seed 
yrain, to owners or occupants of patented 
lands other than in municipal districts, or 
the wives or other representatives of 
persons being owners or occupants of patented 
lands other than in municipal districts who

4.—THE PUBLIC HIGHWAYS ACT. 


All highways are divided into three 
classes-— 
(a) Main highways; 


(b) District highw 

(c) Local highways. 
Main highways are those of prime importance 
by reason of being trunk channels of com- 
munication between the main cities and 
towns of the province or with main travelled 
roads situate outside and adjoining the 
wrovince. District highways are those of 
lless general but of considerable local im- 
portance. Local highways are all such 
highways as are not classified as main or 
district highways. 

The Minister shall denote upon a map 
the exact route of main and district highways 
throughout each area through which they 
are intended to pass, after consultation as

After the establishment by order in council 
iy main or district highway, the fact of 
sstablishment shall be published in The

of that of district highways shall. be borne 
by the Department of Publie Works, and the 
balance and the cost of local highways shall 
be borne by the local authorities. The cost 
of maintenance of main highways shall be 
borne by the Department, of district and 
local highways by the local authorities. 
The Minister is given power to direct that 
a portion of the cost, and maintenance of 
a district highway shall be borne by the 
local authority of any area through which 
the highway does not in fact pass, such 
partial cost to be in proportion to the benefit 
the area receives, 

Each municipal authority must pay its 
proportion of the cost of any main or district 
} highway upon demand after construction. 

In case of the failure of a municipal 
authority to maintain any district highway 
within its area the Minister may give notice, 
and if the highw is not repaired within 
fifteen days the Minister may authorize the 
road to be put into proper state of repair, 
pay the cost of same, and recover the amount 
from the defaulting municipal authority. 

Provision is made whereby the Minister 
may build or rebuild any bridge upon any 
highway where the cost of same has been 
provided for by a specific vote of the Legis- 
lature, and in case of flood or other accident 
the Minister may repair any bridge, paying 
the cost thereof. 

All money due the Department from any 
municipal authority shall ferm «a special 
lien against the municipal taxes. All work 
shall be let by tender, except in cases where 
from its nature it can be otherwise executed 
more expeditiously and economically. 

All mechanies, labourers and other persons 
engaged in highway work shall be paid 
fair and reasonable wages. 

The Minister is given power to make rules 
and regulations for the traffic of vehicles 
on any highway in the province. 


5.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE SCHOOL 
ORDINANCE, THE SCHOOL ASSESS- 
MENT ORDINANCE, THE SCHOOL 
GRANTS ACT AND THE SCHOOL 
ATTENDANCE ACT. 


The School Ordinance. 


The expression “resident ratepayer’’ is 
enlarged to include the husband, wife, son, 


‘daughter or sister of any resident ratepayer 


who is of the full age of twenty-one years 
and resides in the same house as the resident 
ratepayer. 

Provision is made for the taking of a vote 
of the ratepayers of two or more contiguous 
districts and any portion or portions of any 
other contiguous district or districts upon the 
question of a union as a consolidated school 
district, and for the adjustment of assets 
and liabilities where a portion of a district 
is placed in a consolidated district. The 
definition of adequate school accommodation 
is extended to include accommodation for 
pupils between the ages of six and seven 

Mentally deficients incapable of responding 
to class instruction may be excluded from 
school attendance on the recommendation of 
the superintendent or an inspeetor. 


A town district is given authority to 
furnish and eaulp offices for the use of the 
board. The board of a town district is 


given power to provide free medical, déntal 
and surgical treatment for such pupils or 
classes of pupils as it may determine. 

Any town, village or rural district board 
may borrow for the providing of a first 
school house an amount up to $2,000.00, 
instead of $1,200.00 as formerly, without a 
poll of the raspayers, 

Where the Chief ‘Inspector of Schools 
certifies that further school accommodation 
or equipment is urgently required the Board 
of Public Utility Commissioners may author- 
ize the board of trustees to borrow the sum 
of money mentioned in the by-law submitted, 
notwithstanding that a majority of 
ratepayers may have voted against it.

The persons entitled to vote for councillors shall 
be the electors of the municipal district, subject to 
the provisions of the Act for voting by joint owners. 
No person, and no wife, husband, son or daughter 
of such person, shall be allowed to vote at « municipal 
election unless all taxes due the district by that person 
up to the 3Ist day of December last but one preceding 
have been paid. 


Provisions is made whereby the appointment of 
an auditor shall be subject to the approval of the 
Minister, and whereby the suditor shall in every 
case write a special report respecting all expenditure 
made contrary to law, by-law or resolution, and 
shall deliver the said report to the reeve, who shall 
lay the same before the council at its next regular 
meeting. 

Not later than the 30th day of January in each 
year the auditor shall prepare, in such form as the 

Ainister may direct, an abstract and report of all 
receipte, expenditures, nssets and liabilities of the 
municipal district for the business year ending the 
3lst day of December of the preceding year, showing 
the amounts collected and expended in every hamlet, 
and including a statement showing the total amount 
of debentures authorized to be issued, the debentures 
actually issued, those actually sold or otherwise and 
how disposed of, and those remaining on hand. He 
shall make such abstract and report in duplicate 
and forward one copy to the Minister and deliver 
the other to the secretary of the district, who, on 
or before the tenth of February following, shall cause 
a printed copy of the said abstract and report to 
be mailed to every elector in the municipal district 
Each copy of said abstract and report so mailed 
shall have printed thereon or attached thereto a 
notice of the next meeting for municipal nomina- 
tions. 

The council is given power to make a grant to the 
Red Cross Fund or to the War Veterans’ Association 

The council is given power to pass a by-law 
acquire a gravel pit to be worked by and for 
purposes of the municipal district 

In case proper steps have not been taken by the 
owner or occupant of land to exterminate gophe 
in pursuance of the provisions of any by-law passed 
in that behalf, any person or persons authorized by 
the council may enter upon said land and take such 
steps as may be necessary to exterminate the gophers 
thereon, and the amount expended in the work may 
be recovered from the owner or occupant of the land 
in the same manner as municipal taxes; provided 
that the amount so expended annually shall not 
exceed 2) cents per acre. Not later than the tenth 
day of January in each year a special report shall 
be made to the Minister stating the amount spent 
by the municipal district during the previous year 
for the destruction of gophers 

All municipal taxes shall be levied equally upon 
all rateable land in the district according to the assessed 
value of such land (unless the council by by-law 
shall require such assessment to be made according 
to acreage) and it shall be the duty of the assessor 
to make the assessment of such land in the district 
in the manner provided. 

The Minister may by order require that lands 
shall be assessed on an acreage basis instead of accord- 
ing to value. a 

4h case the council of any municipal distriet by 
by-law requires the asseasment to be made by acreage. 
the provisions regarding assessment shall be varied 
accordingly, but such by-law before coming into 
force shall at the next regular election for councillors 
held after the date of the passing thereof be sub- 
mitted to a vote of the electors, and shall receive 
the approval of two-thirds of the electors voting 
thereon. 

The council may, after the expiration of three years 
from the date of a change in the method of levying 
taxes, revert to the former method by by-law passed 
in the same manner and approved by the same 
majority. 

Any local improvement district which became a 
rural municipality by petition after being organized 
for twelve inonths shall continue to be assessed aceord- 
ing to acreage until changed by by-law 

The uniform rate of taxation to be authorized by 
the council shall not, in the case of a rate levied ac- 
cording to value, exceed in any one year one per cent 
of the aesessed value, and in the c of a rate levied 
according to acreage such rate shall not in any one 
year exceed ten cents per acre according to the 
assessment roll. 

The provisions of this Act relating to the imposition 
and collection of school taxes by a municipal district 
shall not, except in municipal districts in which the 
Brose are in force on the 15th day of March, 
918, apply unless the council by Apakys declares 
in favour of the same. Such by-law before coming 
into force shall at the next regular election for muni- 
cipal councillors after the date of passing the 
be submitted to a vote of the electors and shall rec 
the approval of two-thirds of the electors voting 
thereon; provided that the council of any municipa 

istrict may after the expiration of three years from 
the date of the change of the method of levying and 
collecting school taxes, revert to the former method 
by by-law passed in the same manner and approved 
by the same majority. 

Where by reason of a by-luw taxes have been im- 
posed by a municipal district for school purposes, 
the taxes so imposed shall, in the event of a sub- 
sequent contrary by-law being passed, become and 
be payable to and collectable by the school district, 
and all taxes imposed by the school district shall, 
during the time for which the municipal district 
shall nuave undertaken by resolution to impose and 
collect, be payable to and collectable by the municipal 
district. 

Where any land has been sold for taxes and there 
is a balance remaining, the municipal district shall 
pay over such balance to the person declared to be 
entitled thereto by order of the Minister or of a judge 
of the District Court.

For the purposes of the procedure for the for- 
feiture of land for the nonpayment of taxes, all arrears 
shown on any of the statements forwarde to the 


treasurer shall be treated in like manner as arrears 
of taxes owing to the municipal district, and the 
lands in respect of which such arreara are shown 
shall be included by the treasurer in the tux enforee- 
ment return to be prepared by him, whether or not

19.—AN ACT TO AMEND AN ACT RESPECTING 
SUBDIVISIONS. 


In case any piece of land has been subdivided, 
and it appears to the Board of Public Utility Com- 
missioners that such subdivision is not required for 
building purposes, the board may ascertain what 
parcels within the area have been sold, and take such 
steps as may be deemed expedient to arrange a pur- 
chase of such parcels by the person owning the re- 
maining or largest portion of the area, or the exchange 
of certain parcels for others so as to render possible 
the convenient cultivation of the remainder of the 
subdivision. 

‘The board upon hearing all parties concerned may, 
upon such terms and conditions as to cost or other- 
wise as to it may seem fit, order the cancellation in 
whole or in part or the alteration of any plan or 
survey, and the Registrar of Land Titles shall, upon 
receiving a cony of such order, cancel in whole or in 
part, and shall also cancel the certificates of title 
issued according to the original plan and issue new 
certificates of title according to the new plan as 
ordered. 

The board shall have power upon any application 
to make an order vesting in the applicant any lot 
or lots owned by any other person. Such order 
shall fix the amount of compensation payable to the 
owner of such lot, or may require such owner to accept 
any other lot or lots or the same or any other rights 
or interest in any other lot or lots. Upon production 
of such order and payment of the proper fees under 
The land Titles Act, the Registrar shall make such 
cancellations and registrations, issue such new certi- 
ficates of title and do all such things as shall be 
necessary to give full effect to such Orda. 

The board may charge such fees as may be fixed 
by order of the Lieutenant Governor in Council, 
and any expenses incurred by the board in makin, 
an investigation shall be paid by such persons anc 
in such manner as the board may direct. 


20.—AN ACT RESPECTING THE EXEMPTION 
OF SOLDIERS' HOMES FROM 
TAXATION. 


The term “seldier” is defined to mean any person 
having on or after the first day of August, 1914, his 
or her permanent residence in the Province of Alberta 
and who is or has been— 

(a) A member of and on actual service in the 
active military forces raised by the Govern- 
ment of Canada in the present war; 

(b) A member of and on actual service in the 
naval forces of Canada; 


(ec) A member of and on- actual service in the 
military or naval forces of His Majeaty 
raised otherwise than by the Government 
of Canada; 

(d) A member of and on actual service in the 


military or naval forces of any of the Allies 
of His Majesty in the present war; 

Any woman who has volunteered her ser- 
vices for work overseas connected with the 
present war and whose services have been 
accepted by the Government of Canada or 
of Great Britain and Ireland or of their 
Allies, and who is or has been actually serv- 
ing in such capacity overseas. 

The term “soldier” shill not include— 

(a) Any person belonging to or enrolled in the 
militia of Canada or in the forces raised 
for the protection of Canada within the 
boundaries of Canada, unless such person 
is actually serving in His Majesty's forces 
outside of Canada; 

(b) Any person called uf under The Military 
Service Act, unless such person so called 
up has been actually enrolled, has left his 
usual vecupe ion and ther undergoing 
a course of training in Canada as a soldier 
or is actually serving overseas 

No soldier shall become at any time liable in respect 
of home property to the payment any tax which, 
when it first falls due, falls due or would but for 
this Act fall due 

(a) After December Sst, 1917, and before the 
expiry of one year after the declaration of 
peace by Great Britain; and 

(b) From hims while a soldier 

“Hlome property” is d with the buildings and 
improvements thereon wiih is occupied by a soldier 


or his wife or any of lig@ascendants or descendants 
pepe oun upon him fe qapey at the time such 
soldier became a soldier™¥ithin the meaning of this 
Act. 


It must consist of not more than four lots according 
to a plan of subdivision if in a city, town or village, 
and such lots mnust be contiguous, or of not more 
than $20 acres if outside a city, town or village, and 
if composed of more than one parcel, such parcels 
must be situate within a cirele of nine miles’ radius 
It must be listed on a home property register kept 
by a municipality in accordance with the provisions 
of this Act. 

Where a soldier has more than 320 acres such 
soldier may, prior to the first day of May in any 
year, notify the municipality of the 320 acres chosen 
by him as an exemption 

Every such municipality shall keep a register of 
home property, and any soldier may apply to have 
his home property listed upon such register. 

Where a ealhien has become liable for taxes upon 
any land which is home property, but bas not been 
listed as such, such taxes shall be remitted by the 
municipality, or in case of provincial taxes by order 
in council. An application for istration of home 
property may be made by a soldier's wife, his agent 
or solicitor or any of his ascendants or descendants 
dependent upon him, 

Any person who has been a soldier shall for one 
year from the date of his discharge or for one year 
ter the declaration of peace by t Britain, which- 
ever first happens, continue to be exempt from the 
taxation from which he would have been exempt 
if he had continued to be a soldier. 

If any person being a soldier has died since the 
beginning of the war and before the coming into force 
of this Act, and if any soldier dies while entitled to 
exemption, his legal representatives and his estate 
shall, in favour of his widow or any of his ascendants 
or descendants then dependent upon him for support, 
have the same exemption until the expiry of one year 
after the declaration of peace by Great Britain as 
such soldier would have had 

In case of any dispute ns to exempted land, or as 
to whether a person is or was a soldier, as to whether 
a person has been discharged, or as to whether any 
person is or was dependent upon a soldier for support, 
the Minister of Municipal Affairs shall decide thereon, 
and his decision in writing shall be conclusive proof 
of the points decided 

Any municipality may by resolution in each par- 
ticular case or by by-law or resolution covering all 
cases generally, remit in whole or in part any or every 
tax imposed or arrears thereof in respect of any pro- 
perty of a soldier 


THE WORKMEN'S COMPENSATION 
ACT, 1918. 


21. 


This Act comes into force on the first day of August, 
1918, in so far as it applies to schedule A—employ- 
ment about coal or other mines, coke ovens or briquet- 
ting plants; and on the first day of January, 1919, 
in so far as it applies to schedule B—any trade or 
business connected with the industries of lumbering 
fishing, manufacturing, building, construction, engi 
ering, transportation, operation of electric power 
lines and power plants, waterworks and other public 
utilities, navigation, operation of boats, ships, tugs 
aud dredges, operation of grain elevators and ware- 


houses, teaming, scavenging and street cleaning 
painting, decorating and renovating, dyeing and 
cleaning, planing mills, flour milling, packing plants, 
printing, lithographing and engraving, telephone and 


telegraph systems, laundries run by mechanical power, 
excavation, well drilling, operation of gas and oil 
wells, quarrying, lumber yards, ice, or any occupation 
incidental thereto or connected with the industries 
enumerated in this schedule, also including moving 
pictures and theatres, but not including any players 
connected with the cast of any performance or 
play 

The Act does not apply to employment by railway 
companies, except such employment as is included 
in schedules A and B 

The administration of the Act is placed in a board 
of not more than three members, which board is 
given exclusive jurisdiction to hear and finally decide 
all matters and questions arising under the Act, and 
no action shall lie for the recovery of compensation, 
but all claims shall be heard and determined by the 
board 

The board given power to make regulations 
and prescribe forms for the carrying out of the Act 
Books must be kept and audited by the Provincial 
Auditor, and the board must make a report to the 
Lieutenant vernor in Council to be laid before the 
sh session 
very employer under the Act shall, before the 
20th day of June, 1018, send to the board a statement 
of the tot a earned by all his workmen during 
each of the twelve months last past, and thereafter 
before the 20th of each month shall send such state- 
ment for the month then last past 

‘The board is given power to examine books and 
accounts of an employer, to check up the amount 
of the payroll and to inspect the premises to ascertain 
if proper precautions are being taken to prevent 
accidents, 

After the first day of July, 1918, and at least quarterly 
thereafter, the board shall make an assessment on 
each employer either by a percentage of the payroll 
or 4 specific sum, as the board may determine. ‘The 
amount 80 assessed shall be payable within fifteen 
days after noti and in ease of default a copy of the 
order of the board may be filed in the proper court and 
be enforced as a judgment of the court 

The board may set apart an amount from the 
Assessments to form a reserve fund to meet future 
payments so as not to unduly burden employers in 
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future years with payments in respect of accidents 


which have previously happened. A separate accident 
fund shall be provided for each of the achedules A 
and B, and assessinents made on all employers in 


each schedule and compensation and costs of ad- 
ministration shall be paid out of the accident fund 
provided by that schedule. 

f at any time thore is not money available in the 
fund to pay compensation, the Government may make 
advances to the fund, to be repaid after the next 
assessment, with interest at 6 per cent. 

Increased assessments may be made on an employer 
where a greater number of accidents has happened 
than in the opinion of the board ought to have hap- 
pened. 

If a workman is disabled for ten days or more 
he shall be paid compensation from the day of the 
accident. If he is disabled for less than ten days 
he shall be paid for and from the fourth day, after 
the accident. Where death results from an injury 
the amount of compensation, not exceeding $2,500.00 
n the whole, shall be— 

(a) Expenses of the burial, not exceeding $75.00; 
(b) Where the widow or invalid husband is the 
Sole ucHanaany ® monthly payment of 


20.00; 
(c) To a widow or an invalid widower having 
one or more children, © monthly payment 
of $20.00 with an additional monthly pay- 
ment of $5.00 for each child under sixteen 
years of age, to be increased upon the death 
of the widow or invalid widower to $10.00, 
not exceeding in the whole $40.00 per month; 

(d) Where the only dependants are children, 
$10.00 per month to each child under six- 
teen, not exceeding in the whole $40.00 per 
month; provided that where there are more 
than four children the payments may be 
proportionate; 

(e) Where the dependants are other than herein 
mentioned, a sum proportionate to the 
pecuniary loss occasioned, to be determined 
py the board, but not exceeding to the 
parents or parent $20.00 per month and 
not exceeding in the whole $30.00 per month, 
such payment to continue only so long as 
in the opinion of the board the workman, 
had he lived, would have continued to con- 
tribute to the support of the dependants. 

_ Where permanent total disability results from the 
injury, the amount of compensation shall be a weekly 
payment of $10.00, or where a workman has a child 
or children dependent upon his earnings, $12.00 per 
week, but not exceeding in either case no total of 
$2,500.00. 

A list of cases is 


ven in which it shall be conclusively 
presumed that the injury is permanent and results 
in total disability, and another list is given of cases 
of partial disability and the fixed sum to be given 
as total compensation for each. 

Provision is also made in the Act for compensation 
for temporary total and temporary partial disability 
and for providing for a plan for giving medical nid. 

Where a workman suffers from an industrial disease, 
and is thereby disabled, or where the workman's death 
is caused by such industrial disease, and the disease 
is due to the nature of the employment in which the 
workman was employed, the workman or his de- 
pendants shall be entitled to compensation as if the 
disease were a personal injury by accident, subject 
to the following modifications: 

(1) The disablement shall be treated as the hap- 
pening of an accident; and 

(2) If the workman has at the time of entering the 
employment wilfully and falsely represented himself in 
writing as not having previously suffered from the 
disease, compensation shall not ie payable. 

The foregoing shall not affect the right of a work- 
man to compensation in respect of a disease to which 
it does not apply, if the disease is the result of an 
injury in respect of which he is entitled to compen- 
sation. 

Every workman before entering into any employ- 
ment shall satisfy himself that his employer has paid 
his assessment and that the same is paid thereafter 
when due, and every employer shall post on the 
premises a certificate or duplicate of his last assess- 
ment receipt, issued by the board. 

Every employer having knowledge of the happening 
of an accident to a workman in his employment by 
which the workman is disabled from earning full 
wages, shall notify the board within twenty-four hours 
giving particulars, and every physician or surgeon 
who attends an injured workman shall forward to 
the board a report within seven days after the date 
of his first attendance on such workman 

Any person who violates any of the provisions 
of the Act or any regulations made thereunder shall 
be liable on summary conviction to a penalty not 
exceeding $500.00, and in default of payment to 
imprisonment for a period not exceeding three months 
All penalties imposed by this Act shall, when collected, 
be ills over to the board and form part of the accident 
fund. 

No prosecution shall be instituted for violation 
against the Act except by some person appointed by 
the board 

On coming into force of this Act, so far as it relates 
to any employment covered thereby, the provisions 
of The Workmen's Compensation Act are hereby 
repealed so far as the 
such employment; provided that in the case of any 
neoident occurring in employment. before the 
bringing of such employment within this Act the 
yrovisions of the said Workmen's Compensation Act, 
yeing chapter 12 of the Statutes of Alberta, 1908, 
shall still apply. 


22.—AN ACT TO AMEND AN ACT FOR THE 
RELIEF OF VOLUNTEERS AND 
RESERVISTS. 


The term “soldiers" is substituted for " volunteers 
and reservists'’ where they occur in the said Act, 
and the definition of “soldier is the same as that 
iven in An Act respecting the Exemption of Soldiers’ 
Jomes from Taxation, heretofore given, 

In the event of the death of a soldier prior to his 
or her discharge or the termination of the war, the 
estate of such soldier shall be entitled to the same 
protection regarding freedom from actions us is pro- 
vided by this Act and to the same extent as if such 
soldier if living and discharged would have been 


entitled to and for the period of two yeurs from the 
death of such soldier; provided that the estate of 
such soldier shall not be distributed to the parties 
entitled thereto prior to the payment of the liabilities 
of the estate. 

As the Act formerly stood no person could bring 
any action against any soldier or against his wife 
ny dependant member of his family for the enfarce- 
ment of the payment of any debt, liability or obli- 
gation “incurred before the passing of this Act.” 
The words “incurred before the passing of this Act" 
have been struck out and the following substituted 
therefor; “before the date upon which such person 
became a soldier within the meaning of this Act.” 
As the Act stood such action could not be brought 
until one year after the termination of the war or 
after the discharge of the soldier, whichever happened 
first. The words “one year" and the words “after 
the termination of the said state of war’ have been 
struck out of the seetion and the following substi- 
tuted therefor: “two years"’ and “after the declara- 
tion of peace by t Britain.” A similar change 
is made in the section giving any rights or remedies 
or relief over against the party for whose benefit 
the Relief t was passed. 

The provisions of the amendments shall not affect 
the rights of any person heretofore enjoying protection 
from actions under the provisions of the Act herein 
amended for the period of six months from the 13th 
day of April, 1918, the date of the passing of this 
Act, except as to the liability for taxes of any de- 
scription 

Live stay of any action or proceedings made 
in favour of any person under The Volunteers’ and 
Reservists’ Relief Act, but who is not so immune 
under the present provisions of this Act shall become 
of no effect from and after six months after the passing 
of this Act 


23.—AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE GREAT 
WAR NEXT-OF-KIN ASSOCIATION, 


This Act enables any ten or more of the female 
relatives of soldiers to organize an association upon 
filing with the Provincial Secretary a memorandum 
of association duly executed, upon receipt of whieh 
the Provincial Secretary will give the association a 
certificate of incorporation 

The constitution, rules and regulations governing 
the administration of the association shall be formu- 
lated at a general meeting of the members 

‘The corporation is given power to hold land, berrow

24.—-THE PROVINCIAL ARMS ACT.

with regard to such timber area as the Minister may 
require, and in case of default such person was liable 
to a penalty of $20.00 per day for each day of default 
and also to pay couble the amount of the tax levied 
under the Act.
